THE ENOLUTION OF EUCLID 


Euclid was founded not long after our 
country declared and won its freedom. In 
1796, General Moses Cleaveland, a 
director of the Connecticut Land 
Company, sold 16,000 acres of fertile 
Cuyahoga River land to a 41-man 
surveying party for $1 an acre. The men 
had come from Connecticut with 
Cleaveland to map the Western Reserve 
and establish a capital of the area. The 
sale was made to prevent a mutiny by the 
men, who were dissatisfied with 
Cleaveland’s handling of the expedition. 

A year later, the men and their families 
settled along the Lake Erie shoreline and 
named their community in honor of the 
patron saint of surveyors, Euclid, the 
Greek mathematician. The city of 
Cleveland was later named the capital of 
the Western Reserve, but in 1815, Euclid 
Was actually larger than Cleveland by 12 
homes. 

Early transportation was crude, and 
travelers often took to Euclid Creek and 
Lake Erie via canoes and small 
rowboats. When lake waters were too 
rough, they took to a lakeside trail, 
which had been beaten into the ground 
by years of roaming Indians and animals. 
That trail, now Euclid Avenue, was once 
the most famous east-west route, known 
as the Buffalo-Erie Road. 

Improvements came in the form of plank 
roads, railroads, and larger lake vessels, 
many of which were built in Euclid. Light 
and heavy industry slowly began to 
augment the basically agricultural 
economy of nineteenth-century Euclid.

Euclid is a four-season community and 
has the indoor and outdoor recreational 
facilities to make each season an active, 
healthy one for every family member. 

Perhaps the most popular facility is 
Memorial Park, located in the center of 
Euclid and containing more than 52 
acres. Memorial Park offers an Olympic- 
size, outdoor swimming pool, lighted 
baseball diamonds, lighted tennis 
courts, and the Memorial Park Arena. 
The Arena is an extremely flexible 
recreation facillity. From fall through 
spring it serves as a center for ice- 
skating activities in the community. 
Individual and group instruction are 
given, and ice-hockey games are 
exciting for spectators and players of all 
ages. Speed-skating and curling 
exhibitions also are given. The highlight 
of the ice-skating season is the Annual 
Ice Frolics, performed by some 200 area :

LPNs each year. A school for the 
retarded, the Mary Mavec Euclid 
Opportunity School, provides training for 
children who could not progress ina 
normal classroom situation.
